In looking over the pages of Rich- 
mond’s Philatelic Press Directory for 
1887, one can but realize the frailty of 
philatelic journals. While some are hap- 
pily blessed by the hand of good Fortune, 
others fora time struggled against the 
cold waves of adversity and finally suc- 
eumbed to the inevitable fate of nearly 
three fourths of the curiosity papers. 

The first one we see on the list is the 
«‘Philatelic Gazette,” which is getting so 
well along in years that we sometimes 
almost think it must be gray-headed by 
this time. But every number is just as 
fresh and full of cutting remarks to those 
who do not ‘‘keep in the straight and 
narrow path,” as the preceding number. 

Then we come to the ‘Curiosity 
World,” another of Fortune’s favorites. 
Contrary to the custom of other papers, 
after running awhile it resolves itself 
into a semi-monthly. May it ever contin- 
ue in the even tenor of its way. 

Number three on the list is the ‘“‘E. S. 
P.” (Empire State Phizzle.) One of the 
most pretentious sheets ever published 
for philatelists. The warm weather was 
too much for it, and it was seen no more. 
It has, however, been rejuvenated under 
the title of the ‘‘Manhattan Jou'nal,” 
semi-monthly. We trust it may be more 
successful than its worthy ancestor. 

“The Collector” after passing through 
many shapes, forms and tribulations, 
continues to appear from Gambier, Ohio, 
although it was born in Easton, Md. It 
perhaps went to Ohio to take the place of 
‘‘The Buckeye State Philatelist” which 
must have been buried under the load of 
contributors, as it long ago went—(some 
other way than this.) 

Of number six we would say ‘‘Perxe- 
verance, thou art a jewel!” No man ever 
worked harder to catch a gopher, than 
has the editor of the ‘Philatelic Herald” 
worked to catch up with the fast fading 


months. The November number appears 
in February, and he says he is bound to 
catch up. He has one chance, this being 
leap year, and if he doesn’t catch up by 
Christmas we shall be disappointed. 

Number seven, ‘‘The Stamp World,” 
sold its stamp part to friend Bradt and 
we guess he bought part of the World 
also. He has it anyway in the ‘‘Western 
Philatelist,” whose name appears next on 
the list. That is a paper which needs no 
recommendation, as it ‘‘gets there” with- 
out. It is a handsome and successful 
periodical. Of number nine we can say 
that they were honest and refunded their 
subscriptions. (They were lucky in having 
subscriptions to refund.) It was the 
“Texas Philatelist.” 

“The Chemung Review,” is next on 
the list; of its career for the last year we 
know not. If it still lives it is very 
peaceable. If it is dead itis probably the 
same. 

Number eleven on the list, is the ‘‘Inde- 
pendent Philatelist” with its branch, its 
eorrespondents, (60 foreign) contribu- 
tors, and so on, made more of a show in 
the Directory than anywhere else, as near 
as we are able to learn. It must have 
been too ‘:independent.” Number twelve, 
the ‘‘Exchanger’s Monthly” is still alive, 
is in good health and is doing a good work. 

“The Quaker City Philatelist” said it 
had come to stay, so we do not wonder at 
the regular appearance of its shiny cover 
filled to the brim. ‘Go ahead brother.” 

“The Collector’s Journal” and its career 
was of short duration. We are promised 
1aore, but when we have to wait a year 
between meals, we get a little hungry. 
‘“*The Cumberland Collector” did not sus- 
pend, but simply surrendered to the 
“Stamp” after a year of good work. 

“The Witch City Collector” became 
bewitched aftertwo months and rested 
for awhile, thentook hold anew as the 
“Witch City Philatelist,” now on the right 


to

Let the good work go on. Next comes 
the ‘Germantown Philatelist.” good 
while it lasted, but it fainted and the 


‘Keystone State Philatelist” came to the | 


rescue. The former proprietor has issued 
anew paper called the ‘‘Philadelphia Phil- 
atelist.” 

Now we come to the ‘‘American Philat- 
elist,” which fostered by an association 
of several hundred, had to pass through 
the same ordeal of suspension. The story 
is fresh to the readers, how ‘:Veni, vidi, 
vici,” was rendered. The new one of 
that name is an excellent journal. The 
“Chariton Gazette” never was worth 
much after the Christmas, 1886, number. 
Gone now. Good bye! ‘The Halifax 
Philatelist” grows hearty and fat with 
age. Like all others it is liable to mis- 
takes. Denver is still in Colorado, and 
its Stamp League and Philatelic journals 
are flourishing. ‘The Philatelic Maga- 
zine” switched off the track and no explo- 
sion. A small wreck and few spectators. 

And here we come to the ‘-Mohawk 
Standard.” It has one recommendation 
if no other, viz. : of being on time. Why 
should it not? Ithasa Klock. We will 
Say no more for we blush now to our 


necktie. 
“The Philatelic Tribune” had an en- 


largement of the—patent insides. We 
see itno more. Its editor has been sail- 
ing through this section giving lectures 
and impersonations. ‘The Youth’s Led- 
ger” has made a good journey so far and 
we hope it may continue. It probably 
will not get any more support than it de- 
serves—good journals never do. ‘Plain 
Talk” once in awhile is enough. We have 
seen one or two copies during the year. 
The picture of its editor, which is in the 
shape of a crocodile is as good as any 


part of it. 
Clemens went into the “Old Curiosity 


Shop” and that is the last seen of either 
of them. We infer the shop is locked on 
the interior. 


is another journal which needs no recom- 
mendation as it recommends itself. ‘‘The 


“The Philatelic Journal of | 
America,” a power inthe philatelic world, | 


Collector's Review” flourished for a sea- 
son, but unluckily became tangled in the 
meshes of time and is sume behind, but 
we expect leap year to bring this good 
paper on time again. Its contemporary, 
the “Stamp,” is bound to keep up with 
the months if it takes a head. It’s grow- 
ing and we begin to think the cli- 
mate of Denver is a healthy one. 


“The Peerless Review” withdrew its 
handsome typographical face after a 
short, but useful life. ‘The Eclipse” 
was totally eclipsed by the ‘‘Collector.” 
‘The Collector's Bi-monthly Directory” 
lived in Manchester, Mich., but where it 
is buried we cannot say. We heard of 
its death. 


‘The Stamp Collector’s Figaro” is @ 
‘“rouser” from Chicago. ‘‘Hew to the 
line and let the chips fall where they 
may.” Born last March. Young, fat 
and healthy. ‘The Young Barbarian” 
discontinued philatelic matter and is now 
entirely literary. “The Monthly Gem,” 
an amateur which makes its appearance 
in innumerable styles, was alive at last 
roll call. ‘‘Curio” we do not know, and 
never did. Please come forward if you 
are alive. ‘‘Golden Eclipse” favored us 
with two numbers and left us in the dark. 
‘*The International Philatelie Advertiser” 
run twelve months as a spread eagle sheet 
but has now settled down to business in 
magazine form. 


“Golden Moments,” like Patterson’s, 
are peculiarly adapted to bank cashiers 
intending to start for Canada. Late ad- 
vices state that Patterson has left for 
parts unknown, leaving many unpaid 
debts in Danvers, Mass. ‘The Texas 
Stamp” and ‘Philatelic Science” both 
sank in the gulf of oblivion to be seen no 
more. ‘*The Philatelic Monthly” was 
necessarily suspended by the death of 
Bro. Durbin. It is now being issued 
again. ‘The Keystone State Philatelist” 
proved a tiny morsel for the ‘‘Q. C. P.” 
to swallow. ‘'The Collector’s Aid” of 
Brooklyn, was a private advertising enter- 
prise and has been discontinued. 

The two ‘‘Southern Collectors,” one of 
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Hickory, Miss., the other of Tuskegee, 
Ala., faded with the advancing warm 
weather, and not even a grease spot re- 
mains. ‘‘The Peninsular Philatelist” is 
something that never existed, oniy in 
imagination. ‘‘The Agassiz Companion” 
still continues to be good company for 
all. ‘The California Philatelist” has not 
been seen here. ‘‘The Useful Instructor” 
is useful no more. ‘‘Common_ Sense” 
continues to be manifest in Mexico, N. Y. 
Brother Bogert continues the ‘‘Philatelic 
World” with its reputation unsullied. 

“The Stamp Record” and ‘‘Bay State 
Collector,” although far apart, could not 
live through the summer. ‘‘Museum 
Bulletin” was telescoped by the ‘‘Curiosity 
World,” and here we stop. If a minute 
history of each could be given, what a 
crazy patchwork it would make. 

Only twenty-one of the fifty-five jour- 
nals exist to-day as represented’ in the 
directory. More have been started dur- 
ing the year but how long they will live, 
and how many old ones will be alive the 
first of next March, only Time can tell. 
May the shadow of the phillatelic press 
never grow less!

An Oologist’s Vacation. 
BY LE GRAND T. MEYER. 
( Continued. ) 


From various sounds heard while fish- 
ing near the rushes, I knew by former 
experience that the time, oologically, 
was coming when my patience was to be 
richly rewarded. So the next morning 
equipped in the same outfit we went black 
bass fishing in, I started for the rushes. 
The bottom of the lake where the plants 
grew was semi-sandy, and they bordered 
inthe form of an are about a mile in 
length. What an oologist’s delight! 

All the startling experiences described 
ina previous chapter were endured; but 
owing to the thickness of the rushes I 
was unable to do anything but peer for 
the nests I was sure to obtain. After 
walking or wading a short distance I 
flushed a Least Bittern from her nest. 
Like its architect, the nest is a very 


fragile affair, the typical one being a 
foundation of live rushes lined with dried 
material of the same sort. The Least 
Bittern is probably as independent a land 
bird as we have; for by clutching the 
rushes with their slender toes, they are 
enabled to perch, and even to walk from 
place to place. There were four light 
blue eggs in the nest, slightly incubated. 
I took all the nests of this species I 
found, seven inall, except one nest which 
contained one egg. 


I next found an American coot’s nest 
centaining eight as large and handsome 
eggs as an inland collector might reasona- 
bly expect to find, being a creamy maroon 
spotted and blotched with spots and dots 
of brown and purple. The oologist will 
have to be careful or he will have 
wrongly identified sets, especially if the 
Florida Gallinule is a summer resident in 
his locality, for experts cannot distin- 
guish them with certainty unless the 
parent birds are shot. 

The habits of the ‘‘Rice hen” also make 
identification difficult, for at the slightest 
alarm the female glides from her nest in 
the dense undergrowth with remarkable 
ease. Of,the eight nests found, I ob- 
tained fifty-six (a wonderful strain on my 
collecting-box,) the least number taken 
from a nest being five, the greatest ten, 
average seven. The typical nest of this 
species being located among the luxuriant 
rushes where the water (or mire) is about 
knee deep, are placed about six inches 
from the water on a foundation of live 
rushes, heavily lined with dead vegeta 
tion and canopied with liye rushes. 

While wading through the rushes, ad- 
miring the wonderful simplicity of the 
most beautiful of all flowers, the water- 
lily, which grew in abundance here, I was 
startled by scaring an adult female 
Mallard from close to my feet. ‘‘She 
must have a nest here” was my involun- 
tary exclamation, but the most vigorous 
search failed to discover it. Meanwhile 
the parent sailed around me, giving her 
coarse call, quack quack. Noticing the 
water rippling near me, I spied the head 
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of a small duckling hiding in the mosses. 
The duck observing that I saw it, tried to 
dive again, but I was too quick for it, and 
caught it by the neck. I also obtained 
another, but as to the number she had I 
am unable to state. 

On the way to camp, many speculations 
as to the future of the ducklings were in- 
dtJged in. The principal one was to 
raise them and exchange them among 
oologists heading my exchange list as 
follows : 

601 1-9, 1-11, and 1-13. KULL DATA. 

But the dream was of short duration, 
for after keeping them three days, in 
which time they had become domestica- 
ted, they escaped from the coop. While 
in the rushes, I also found numerous 
specimens of that energetic and saucy 
bird—the Long-billed Marsh Wren, busily 
engaged in furnishing and organizing 
their ball-like nests on the rushes. 

Returning to camp with a load I was 
surprised to find an Acadiad Flycatcher’s 
nest with partially incubated eggs. 
The specimens were only Cistinguishable 
trom the contapus virens by their more 
decided flesh color and lighter blotches 
and dots: measurements .70x.55. The 
situation was among a clump of alder 
bushes, about four feet from the ground. 
The nest was compactly built of weeds, 
bark-fibre and dried grasses, somewhat 
resembling the American Redstart’s. 


Harry had already returned, jubilant | 
over the news of having found an Indian | 
burying-ground, presumably belonging to 
the Pottawottomies. An aged patriarch | 
had told him of it and he had gone and 
located it.

They always called them ‘Indian stones,’ 
and told me to take them for nothing, 
but I usually gave them something by 
means of the children. I also brought 
the tools to dig up that burying-ground ; 
when shall we go?” 

‘Oh, I don’t care, to-morrow will do, 
wont it”? 

‘All right.” 

The morrow proved such a sultry day 
that we put it off until some more congen- 
ial time.

Chats With Collectors. 


{t is doubly to be regretted that so little 
has been written, pro or con, about stamp 
albums; for to my mindan album is the 
very foundation of every stamp collection 
worthy of the name. If the beginner is 
to be instructed on any one point it seems 


|to me the most important is surely that 


of a permanent method for keeping one’s 
stamps safely and conveniently; and yet, 
how this one subject has been almost to- 
Perhaps they 
take it for granted—if they ever give it 
a thought—that the manufactured albums 
which now flood the market, answer 
every purpose and demands of the majori- 
ty of stamp collectors; so they fill our 
philatelic journals with articles (instruc- 
tive no doubt) on stamps; that to collect, 
how to collect, and any quantity of other 
only too familiar subjects, but leave the 
collector in perfect ignorance of the 


‘most important of all—a complete album. 


I am thoroughly convinced that no al- 
bum has yet been invented that accom- 
plished the purpose I have mentioned. I 
mean permanency. True, there are many 
very excellent works of this sort pub- 
lished, but the main feature is still lack- 
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ing. However, itis not my purpose to 
criticise here these various publications, 
or even to condemn them. I only wish 
to offer my own system, which I have 
found works well, and improves with age, 
and I am pleased to learn is approved of 
by several leading American philatelists 
who have done me the honor of following 
it. 


My album is not one of the manufac- 
tured kind, but was made to order after 
an ideaof myown. My stamps are sys- 
tematically arranged on sheets of card- 
board, and these are alphabetically placed 
in drawers ina’neat walnut cabinet. I 
first procure my blank card-board sheets, 
of a fine quality, quite thick, and of a dark 
French gray shade. They are cut for me 
specially, 8x10 inches. I prefer them 
perfectly piain, i.e. without border or 
other printing, asI hold that any orna- 
mentation or outside ‘‘showw” such as 
fancy ‘ype, flags, coats-of-arms, etc. de- 
tracts from the looks of the stamps; or, 
at least lends no additional beauty, and is 
of no advantage whatever. Upon these 
sheets the stamps are arranged, after 
they have been duly affixed to their respec- 
tive ‘‘mounts.” The ‘‘mounts” consist of 
avery fine quality of thin, pure white 
card, and are cut to order, in several 
sizes to suit the dimensions of the stamps. 
Of course stamps of unusual dimensions, 
very smaJl or very large, triangular or 
otherwise, require special size cards; and 
these being of a limited number, can 
readily be cut by one’s self with a good 
pair of shears. 


Arrangement of the stamps on the 
sheets, and what the collection shall be 
composed of, I must leave to the individ- 
ual tastes of my readers, which may 
naturally vary. In any event a first class 
catalogue, or better still, Evan’s ‘‘Hand 
Book” as a general guide, is necessary. 
Having selected one, begin to arrange the 
stamps. I use the sheets lengthwise; the 
width is sufficient to accommodate from 
four to seven stamps in a row, and five or 
six rows can be placed on a page. Further 

keep the different issues of a country 


separate, t. e. in different rows; and when 
itis necessary to use two rows for a sin- 
gle issue, place such rows nearer than if 
two issues were being mounted. That is 
to say, while 1-2 or 3-4 of an inch of 
space should be left between rows of 
different issues, 8-8 of an inch only should 
be left between the rows of same issue. 
These seem small differences, but if the 
detail is carried out precisely as written, 
the result will be harmonious and very 
beautiful. It is hardly necessary for me 
to state that a space varying from 1-4 to 
1-2 aninch, should be left between the 
individual stamps comprising a row. 


All this detail means care, patience and 
time; but if the work is well, neatly and 
thoroughly performed, it is done once for 
all; for permanency is secured. 


The date of issue is put in ink or with 
a hard, black pencil—I prefer the latter— 
lightly, just above the rows, and in the 
centre of the sheet. And further, the 
name Of the country is neatly pasted at 
the top, right-hand corner. 


My sheets are arranged alphabetically 
(as previously remarked) in covers, which 
can be had of binders at prices to suit the 
pocket. Mine are Morocco. It will take 
about eight or ten such covers—which re- 
semble a book with all the leaves out—to 
hold an ordinary collection, as not over 
fifty sheets should be held in one cover. 
Three sets uf tape strings are fastened to 
the top, side and bottom of the covers, 
on either side to tie the volume, {and thus 
hold the sheets. As an additional luxury 
I have made a neat cabinet of walnut 
which contains sufficient drawers to hold 
the various volumes, some additional 
blank sheets, and a special partitioned 
drawer, a trifle larger than the others, 
for holding duplicates, ete., etc. And 
thus, my album stands, under lock and 
key, in my room, always ready to be en- 
joyed; and when I wish to take my 
‘‘treasures” out of the house I find it the 
simplest thing in the world to place the 
volumes I desire to exhibit in a shawl 
strap and carry them conveniently in my 
hand. 


But, reader, if I have not succeeded in| 
giving you a clear idea of my album I 
shall be most happy to furnish further | 
proofs of this system (shall I call it my 
own?) to anyone desiring to adopt it.

An Unpublished Leaf of Revolutionary 
History. 

Mr. William Whipple, of New Hamp- 
shire, was one of the first signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, in 1776. He | 
was a gentleman of some means, and 
lived in comfort and ease, in his large 
three story house at Portsmouth, N. H., 
pursuing the mercantile business and) 
gaining the good will of his towns-people. 
When the war for independence broke 
out in 1775, Mr. Whipple became a mem- 
ber of the famous Committee of Safety, 
sitting at Exeter, and the next year was 
made a delegate to the Continental Con- 
gress in Philadelphia. But Mr. Whipple | 
could also fight as well as debate and sign | 
important papers, and when in 1777 he 
was offered a Brigadier General’s commis - 
sion, it was accepted. The changes of 
war brought him, in 1778, to Rhode Island 
where his friend General Sullivan was | 
trying to drive the red-coats out. Of the 
ill success of the expedition we know, 
but as a bit of unpublished fact in regard | 
to it, we append the copy of a four page) 
quarto autograph letter in the collection 
of the signers of the Declaration, owned 
by Howard K. Sanderson, of Lynn, Mass. 
Gen. Sullivan retreated Aug. 30th, 1778, 
and it will be seen that this letter is near- 
ly contemporary, forming a valuable his- 
torical paper. 

Portsmth 7th. Sepr. 1778. 

My Dear Sir. 

Your favors of ye 20 and 27 
July and 18 Augt were put into my hands 
on my arrival last evening from Road Is- 
land. a peticular acct. of that expedition 
together with the causes of its failure you, 
undoubtedly have had before this time. 
I shall therefore content myself with tel- 
ling you that about 1200 volunteers turned 
out from N. Hampshire on the occation 
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and had matters been so circumstanced 
that they could have been called to imme- 
diate action, its very probable wod have 
been essentially serviceable, but those 
people who engage in the service an un- 
certain time, generally fix a time in their 
own minds and when that time is expired 
it is as much impossible to keep them 
even half an hour as it to alter the course 
of the sun, this was the case with the 
New Hampshire volunteers, after being 
on the Island a fortnight they began to 
be tired and of course to go off so that by 
the day of the action scarce a man was 
left of those I was -sent to command, 
notwithstanding I used every method 
I could devise to retain them only three 
days, however I wodnot have you sup- 
pose that this desertion was peculiar to 
N.H. volunteers for those from the other 
states acted the same part so that by the 
day of the action we had not so many 
men as the Enemy could bring against us, 
this circumstance with others, that no 
doubt are before Congress, will I flatter 
myself fully justify the Army in Quiting 
the Island, aspecially as the retreat was 
effected without any loss on our part. a 
perticular return of our loss in the action 
ot the 29 no doubt has been forwarded by 
Genl. Sullivan, our loss was really very 
small considering the severity of the 
action, and everyone present must allow 
that no men could behave better than the 
whole of our army—however the Expedi- 
tion has failed and those who are not by 
contract obliged to continue in the field 
are returned to their respective homes 
waiting the next call. 


I find by the news papers that the 
French Minister has had the audience 
you mention and I think it wod have been 
full as well not to have given the world 
so perticular an acct. of setings, riseings, 
Bowings ete ete etc the publication of 
such trifling circumstances Can answer no 
valuable purpose. 


I am very seusible Congress must be 
hard drove but I conceive of no business 
that demands attention more than the 
Currency and the Marine affairs—unless 
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something is done to give stability to the 
currency your navy will sink to nothing 
and the Army will soon become clamor- 
ous. 


I have nothing new to give you. the 
French fleet are at Boston refiting but 
the part they will act when fitt for sea 
time only can determine. People in gen- 
eral this way are much dissatisfied with 
their past conduct but I hope their future 
will be more agreeable. we have a re- 
port that Byron is arrived with a fleet at 
York if this is true and no Fleet from 
France to support The Count De Estaing 
I think he must be in a bad situation. by 
next post I may be able to give you some 
occots. of our state affairs—in the mean- 
time be assured that I am

A Piece of History. 


An expedient resorted to for providing 
means to carry on the war, was the issue 
of postage stamps, to be used as fraction- 
al currency. After the suspension of 
specie payments, gold and silver were 
hoarded by everyone, and were thus ban- 
ished from circulation. The question of 
a fractional circulating medium now be- 
came as great as at any time during the 
colonial period. Small change was nec- 
essary to the carrying on of ordinary 
business transactions; and to supply this 
need many firms issued ‘‘shinplasters.’ 
As these were in no way secured, it be- 
came evident that the early experience of 
the government, in the paper money line, 
was about to be repeated with all the evil 
effects on the business of the country. 

To remedy these evils, and in order that 
the government might avail itself of the 
advantages of this circulation, Congress, 
at the request of Secretary Chase, passed 
the following bill: 

“An act to authorize payment in stamps, 
and to prohibit circulation of notes of 


less denomination than one dollar. 


Sectionr. Be it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America, in Congress 
assembled, That the Secretary otf the 
Treasury be, and is hereby directed to 
furnish to the assistant Treasurers, and 
such designated depositaries of the Uni- 
ted States as may be by him selected, in 
such sums as he may deem expedient, the 
postage and other stamps of the United 
States, to be exchanged by them, on ap- 
plication for United States notes: and 
from and after the first day of August 
next, such stamps shall be receivable in 
payment of all dues to the United States 
less than five dollars, and shall be re- 
ceived in exchange for United States 
notes when presented to any Assistant 
Treasurer or any designated depositary, 
selected as aforesaid, in sums not less 
than five dollars. 


Section u. And be it further enacted, 
that from and after the first day of Au- 
gust, 1862, no private corporation, bank- 
association, firm or individual, shall make, 
issue or circulate, or pay any note, check, 
memorandum, token, or other obligation 
for any less sum than one dollar, intended 
to circulate as money, or to be received, 
or used in lieu of lawful money of the 
United States ; and every person so offend- 
ing shall, on conviction thereof in any 
district or circuit court of the United 
States, be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing fiye hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment, not exceeding six months, or by 
both, at the option of the court. 


. 


Approved July 17th, 1862.” 


As will be noticed by the date, this bill 
went into operation during the hottest 
portion of the year. The government 
without any forethought, issued these 
stamps, like the regular issue, with the 
backs gummed. The consequence was 
that the stamps stuck to most everything, 
and became so vexatious and unpopular 
that the act was shortly after amended 
so that paper fractional currency was 
issued in their s’ead. GEO. HENDERSON.

A Mound Tablet. 


Many odd, beautiful and perfectly 
formed Indian relics have been gleaned 
from the hills and mounds of Jackson 
County, (Ohio). A few of the number 
have been sent to different parfs of the 
country, while the remainder have been 
stowed away in ‘Private Collections.’ 
In these collections we find pieces of pot- 
tery, fragments of human skeletons, ar- 
row heads, spear heads, axes, drills, pes- 
tles and ornaments of various sizes and de- 
signs. Among the arrow-heads and spear- 
heads we find all the different sizes and 
all of the variously-colored flints—blue, 
white and black. The axes and many 
other implements are made from a hard 
grayish stone and include all the different 
makes. The ornaments are cut from 
slates, granite, soapstone, and sandstone. 
To briefly describe one of the most pecu- 
liar of these ornaments is the purpose of 
this sketch. This ornament was 
discovered several years ago by Cre- 
means and Sylvester. It now belongs to 
the first-mentioned gentleman and may be 
seen in his fine collection of relics and cu- 
riosities. It was here that it first came 
under the writer’s observation. The relic 
measures six inches in length, is half as 
wide, and one-half inch in thickness. It 
is symmetrical throughout, and every part 
of its surface is smoothly polished. From 
the edge avery small piece was chipped 
off by the mattock that unearthed it. This 
point presents the only visible break or 
defect. On each side of this queer relic 
is a beautiful, deeply-engraved design. 
Each design is made up from a narrow, 
continuous groove, which winds about in 
different directions, making divers per- 
fect angles and semi-circles. No grooves 
intersect each other or run together, and 
are everywhere of a uniform depth and 
breadth. As the material from which this 
ornament is made is a stone of great hard- 
ness, it is evident that the construction of 
the relic under consideration consumed 
no little time and required no litte labor. 

The mechanic of to-day, though blessed 
with tools of every description, would find 
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the making of a like article no little task. 
But take away all his sharp, tempered 
tools and give him the implements used by 
the Aborigines, and how much more labo- 
rious we render the work. But to return 
to the ornament. Taken in all, it isa mar- 
velous work of art and a lasting monu- 
ment to the genius and ability of an arti- 
san of perhaps a thousand years ago. 
This stone was found near the centre of a 
small mound, and but a few inches below 
the surface of the ground. When discov- 
ered it was resting on edge, and pointing 
nearly due north and south. The material 
from which the relic is formed is dark 
brown in color, and is very fine grained. 

Though the stone under consideration 
has been called an Indian ornament, the 
writer is not at allsure as to the purpose 
for which this hard material was shaped, 
polished and engraved. Its peculiarity of 
design, the excellence of its workman- 
ship and the nature of the material that be- 
longs to it, lead us to think that it was 
intended for something more than a mere 
ornament. But as the cold, lifeless stone 
before us cannot speak, its origin and the 
use to which it was applied must forever 
remain a sealed book. We may speculate 
in regard to these matters—may heap 
theory upon theory, only to find in the 
end that we are still far from a satisfac- 
tory conclusion. 

The mound from which this relic was 
taken contained only a few pieces of pot- 
tery and fragments of a human skeleton. 
Diligent search throughout the mound 
failed to reveal any stone relic other than 
what we have mentioned. It seems that 
our tablet had been set alone to mark ‘‘the 
sacred precincts of the dead”—to guard 
the remains of some departed hero or 
chieftain. S. EsTLe MILLER.
